It is a peculiar thing about the 1904 copper coins of 
Haiti. I never knew of their existence until 1 read about them in 
the Mint Report of 1904. 50,000 of each were struck. The only 
thing I can think of is that they never were delivered, probably 
in default of payment or there was some error concerning them and 
they were later melted down. I think I will write the Scoville Mfg. 
Go. and see what they know about them.

Dear Mr. Eklund: 


I am returning to you under separate cover the proof 
‘get of Swedish coins. These have been cleaned electrolyti- 
Cally and laquered to keep them from further tarnish. This 
is the system that is used here at the Musewa on all of 
our proof or uncirculated coins and on all of our silver. 
The tarnish on the silver coins has been allowed to 
remain on the surface too long which resulted in slzeht 
milky-colored spots which you will notice on the dollar sized coin 
in the field. These slight discolorations are definitely into 
the surface of themetal and not subject to cleaning. 


Vie have appreciated very much having the coins here for 
comparison.
